Degree, with honors, from the University of Maryland at College Park.  She 

remains an active member of the Montgomery County Bar Association, the 

National Association of Women Judges, the Women’s Bar Association of 

Maryland and the Maryland State Bar Association. She is a founding member and 

past president of the Montgomery Inn of Court.  She also served as chair of the 

Select Committee on Gender Equality, as a member of the Conference of Circuit 

Judges and as a member of the Judicial Council. Judge Harrington’s honors 

include the Anselm Sodaro Civility Award from the Maryland State Bar 

Association and the Rita Davidson Award from the Women’s Bar Association of
